Ameri cans eat somewhere^ near 25% of thei r ineal s out , In many 
cases, this happens to be at fast-food places- Having met many dippers, 
I ' d say roost of us frequent styrof oam food pi aces more often than f i no 
r e s t a r a u n t s . I h a v e a 1 w a y s w a n <: e d t o s a 1 i d i f y m y c o m p 1 a i n t s a b o u t 
fastfoodf and since Keitherwood said that he'd send Dzzie Osborne ti>: 
to me if I didn't write him an article for his ray, I felt now would be 
the time to do so, Then again, I'd rather see my article appear in a 
first class publication like 3IL . 

The Fast-food joint has become a part of modern American culture. 
A food snob like Michel Liesnard (of Chjamj^ fame) believes 

that our Beloved Big Mac is the food of barbarians. I realize that you 
don't get the greatest meals at these places, but if they didn't have 
some merit;, they wouldn't be in business. I for one like fast food- 
Why should you go out and blow big bucks on food, when all you want is 
a light lunch or dinner? 

Some of you who have visited Endwel 1 may have noticed that one of 
our main drags has fast food places in practically every other 
building. A resident of the fast-food capital of the country should 
know what he's talking about.

I 
consider myself lucky to have a local red hots joint (Atafs) nhich 
serves the definitive chilli™ dog. Although most cities will have local 
fastfood establishments dedicated to the deep-fried arts, they are 
dominated by the Burger k i ng or whoppper chef j oi nts. I wi 1 1 1 i mi t the 
rest of my discussion to the "In Six"; Mc; Donalds, Burger King. 
Wendy's, Roy Rogers, Arhy's and KFC. In all cases, 1 fool that all 
have made meaningful contributions to the deepfried arts, *nd each have 
their own personality (both in terms of charm and quirks) (mainly 
qui r ks) . 

McDonalds is no doubt the Coke of the fastfood industry. And it 
i s no c o i n c i c! e n c e t h a t t h e y h a v e a n a 1 1 i a n c e w i t h t h e p e o p 1 e a t C o k e . 



In the long term, they have the best advertising. I don't go there 
very often because of that- A few years ago I might go there because I 
could pick up an order of McDonal dl and Cookies and a Happy Meal . Give 
me a break ! Your typi cal up and comi ng yuppi e < aka me) can " t tol er ate 
all the childish promotion. And why would I want to go to McD's? To 
spend t i me i n the Ronal d McDonal d PI ayground? Of course not 1 
Actually, a few of us went to a McD's Playground near SUNY to go down 
the slide and play on the teeter totter to celebrate the completion of 
our group project, so I guess all of us are kids at heart. But will 
they make the slide big enough for Woody to go down? Why should he be 
left out of all the fun? This sort of discrimination (discrimination 
against adults) is another reason I boycott McD's.

I ts especi al 1 y annoyi ng to see j ust parts of thei r whopper 
sandwhich. You know, they'll show a cucumber or a tomato slice. Now 
they show parts of a woman * s body as they demonstrate ten reasons to 
buy their salad bar. The lady's a fox, but I hate to tell B.K. that 
many people hate their Pepsi style commercials where they show an 
eyeball of a graduating student, or the hand of a coul d-have-been-vi c;e 
presidential candidate. If one of the ten reasons were a naked breast, 
I might consider lifting my boycott. 

The style of commercial doesn't surprise me, as Pepsi and Burger 
King have an alliance against McDonalds/Coke. My feelings about Pepsi 
aren't too hot. This here man is a member of the older generation; the 
Coke Generation. Pepsi's too sweet. Between the two giants, I favor- 
McDonalds (a lesser of two evils) for one reason only. Workers at 
Burger King are mindless drones.

Great sal ad bar , thi ck shakes, 
real f rench f r i es and a burger that you can si nk your teeth i nto.

Same goes for Roy '"Buck" Rogers, the "Fast Food You'll Want To Eat 
Slow". Groat roast beef and 'fix*" ins bar. Not as clean or ornate as 
Wendy's, but they also have -fried chicken,, rounding out their menu. 

Kentucky Fri ed Chi cken i s underrated ;i n most peopl e' s book » Thi s 
pi ace shoul d be vi si ted more frequently, as chi cken i s a very good food 
(despite the fact that fast food chicken is. deep-fried) - They serve 
real 1 y good mashed potatoes (and good gravy) , and their Chi c ken Nuggets 
are something to check out. They actually taste like chicken, unlike 
McD' 5. Good desert s, and sal ads and corn-on-the-cob , and even fri es 
made with r eal potatoes. 

My bottom line: 1st place to Wendy's, followed by Roy Rogers, KFC, 
MeDonal ds r Burger Ki ng and Arby " s. And i f you don ' t agree, make sure 
you vote i n the SIL Amer i can Cul ture Pol 1 . 
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Or i gi ns was i nter.est i ng ? if you think that havi ng your 
res s r v a t i o n s s c r e w e d u p :l s y our idea of high excitement. I fa u n d i t 
highly amusing that they had Jeff Bohner*" s registration (which I sent 
in along w;i th mine) and not mine, whi ch i ncl uded our room. After a 
half hour of- running around and tolerating the obnoxious redneck staff 
running t h e c o n v e nt;ion ? we f i n a 1 1 y g at s e 1 1 led in. D a v e L e s k o w t o o k u p 
some of our floor space, and invaded our air space. Our dear guest 
likes sleeping with the air conditioning on full blast, which made me 
f r eez e and gave me a sor e throat.
